when Miss Kenyon testified. 


Sen, McCarthy had cited.her as one of 81 "alleged Com- 


munists" connected with the State Department. He testified 
her "Communist activities" were "deeply Footed” over the 

| years. Yet when she gave evidence to deny “any cohnectio 

of any kind with communism or its adherents,” "MeCarthy 

was out to lunch. 


Sen, Hickenlooper (RIowa) was so impressed:by Miss 
Kenyon's testimony that he declared there was “not the 
least evidence” or the “least belief” on his part that she 
had been "in any way subversive or disloyal.” 


‘Miss Kenyon was able to win this vindication by dui 
ing that her thinking had not paralleled the Communist Party 
line. She did not deny that she may have joined organiza- 
tions that were later classified as subvérsive. But she could 
prove that her early membership in such outfits did not, in 
her case, constitute evidence of disloyalty.

| As a young man, Mundt was curious about Communism, 
and he studied it by the above means. Today nobody would 
dream of questioning his loyalty for that reason. But a 
person who had NOT distinguishéd himself by hunting Reds 
and proposing “loyalty” legislation would not be so fortunate. 


Sen. Mundt's record applied to somebody else would be 


enough, in the minds of many péople, to convict the unlucky 
en 


victim of subversive activities. 


Loyalty, then, hangs by a slender — What is! 


“evidence” in one case may turn out NOT to be evidence in 
another. One suspect's meat is another man's poison. 


Some day a nation which has regained its sense of 
proportion will understand that fundamentally, loyalty can-
